Mondell said the formal 
i'eelers, which the state departm ent 
had sent out included other nations 
than Great Britain and Japan.

The house also will insist that the 
strength of the navy be reduced to

A few years ago m en drilling a well 
south of Santa Ana brought up from 
a distance of several hundred feet

bone, evidently 
a piece of a shark bone or an ani­ 
mal as large as a horse. 
One of the m ost interesting finds 
of a prehistoric life in th is county 
was m ade a year or so ago by a crew 
of men m aking a road over the coast 
hills for the Irvine company. The 
engineer, C. R. Browning, set stakes

TI BE COMPLETE! 


W ASHINGTON, June 3. — P resi­ 
dent H arding signed an executive or­ 
der transferring the naval oil re­ 
serves from the jurisdiction of the 
Navy departm ent to the Interior de­ 
partm ent. 
Two of the reserves are 
located in California, one in W yo­ 
m ing and one each in Colorado and 
U tah. 
The action was characterized in an 
announcem ent at the N avy d ep art­ 
m ent as “the first of the big changes 
in the adm inistration’s policy of co­ 
ordinating the work of the various 
departm ents.’' 
The order, effective at once, stipu­ 
lates th at “no general policy as to 
drilling and reserving oil located in 
a naval reserve shall be changed or 
adopted except upon consideration 
and co-operation w ith the secretary 
or acting secretary of the navy." 
The action was recom m ended by 
S ecretaries Denby and Fall jointly, 
it was announced. 
It tran sfers to 
S ecretary Fall the leasing of drilling 
rights in naval oil reserve No. I in 
California, the only naval reserve 
thus far opened to drilling. 
Secre­ 
tary Denby announced recently th at 
leases would be granted on a per­ 
centage basis for drilling in this re­ 
serve, the plan being to sink offset 
wells 
and prevent 
operators from 
tapping 
the outer edge 
of the re­ 
serve by sinking wells ju st outside 
the boundary. 
Bids for these leasing rights were 
to have been opened about April 26, 
but the action w as postponed and 
the proposals will now be turned 
over to S ecretary Fall.
